A FAIR IN THE OLDEN TIME,

Memories of New York's World Ex-
position in 1853,
From the New York Times.

“There's time enough for no end of
evolution in forty years,” observed the
gray haired man, “so naturally the
Chicage Exposition was another sort
of a show from the World's Falr we
had here in New York away back In
the 60's. But that was considered a
wonderful thing in its time, and not
without reason, as it showed the en-
terprise of the American citizen of
1843,

“It was not gotten up by the coun-
try ut large, or by the state, or even
by the eity, but was the work of an
assoclation of private citlzens, and
though, of course, it didn't come withe
i hailing distance of the World's Falr
held in London two years before, 1t
did eredit to those who got It ap.

“I pever pass through Bryant park
that I do not think of it, for that was
where the New York Crystal Palace
stood for the short time before It was
burned down., For beauty of architec-

ture that bullding knocked the spols
out of any other structure that has
been erected in this country, and we

voung Amerleans were proud to show
It to Furopeans, even while It was
surrounded by scaffolds,

“New York was o small place then,
comparatively speaking, and Bryant
Park, Known as Ieservolr Park, was
g0 far up town as to be quite suburban,
On the day of the opening the crowd
was about as big as anylthing T have
goen here sinee, and, in spite of the
heat and dust—Iit was the 14th of July
—wias as good humored as the New
York erowd usunlly is. The population
of this city was then about 300,000, bhut
on that day It seemed to be neareér ten
million, There were vialtors, of course,
from all over the country, flocking In
as fast as the tralng could bring them
in.

“The moat important visitor was the
president of the Unlted States, Frank-
lin Plerce: but if you heard the hur-
rithing from the crowd around the Cry-
stol Palnce thut day, when he came in
alght, coming down Forty-second
sireet, mounted on a blg black horse,
and attended by the Washington
Girays, you might have thought he was
George Washington himself, Before
going to work to open the fair he dis-
appeared nto o Bixth avenue saloon
to get a drink of brandy and water,
and folks could not blame him for It,
ng the mercury must have been In the
nelghborhood of the ninetles.

“Genernl Winfleld Scott was here,
too, towering above everybody else,
and the place was fulrly swarming with
governors, to say nothlng of the dis-
tinguished European visitors, though
New York didn't pank so high then on
distinguished European visitors as it
does now. Bishop Walnright made the
opening prayer, and then there was the
'‘Hallelujah Chorus' and "0ld Hundred,'
followed by no end of operatic musie,
